to study the desirability of such a 
system filed its report with the Board 
of District Commissioners. 

The committee recommended that 
the Commissioners ask appropriation 
of $686,350 for initial expenditure and 
additional sums each year to bring the 
city’s fire fighting equipment. up to 
date, and that the building code be 
amended to require installation of 
sprinkler systems and _ standpipes 
in all buildings deemed “conflagration 
breeders.” 

Members of the committee who sign- 
ed the report were George S. Watson, 
chairman, chief engineer of the Fire 
Department; Daniel E. Garges, secretary 
of the committee and of the Board of 
District Commissioners; George N. 
Thompson, secretary of the building 
committee of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce; Charles A. Pe- 
ters, jr. assistant engineer, Office of 
Public Buildings and Public Parks of 
the National Capital, and David M. Lea, 
fire insurance man and member of the 
Washington Board of Trade. The re- 
port was unanimous. 

Recommendation of Committee. 

The recommendations of the report 
are as follows: 

“As a result of its findings your com- 
mittee submits the following recom- 
mendations: 

“That the Commissioners endeavor to 
secure an appropriation of $686,350 
listed herein which, in the opinion of 
of an emergent character.

Schlee and Brock Fly Plane 
From Philadelphia in 
2'4 Hours. 


MEN WILL ASK PATRICK 
FOR BEACON AID TODAY 


Trip Around Globe Expected 
to Be Completed in 15 
to 20 Days. 


Two hours and a half after their 
departure from New York, Edward F. 
Schlee, Detroit business man, and 


William Brock, former air mail pilot, 
landed at the naval air station in Ana- 
costia shortly before 4 o’clock yester- 
day afterrioon in the plane in which 
they will attempt to fly around the 
world in from 15 to 20 days. 

The plane, a bright yellow Stinson 
Detroiter monoplane, battled wind and 
rain in the flight here. Mr. Schlee 
said between New York and Philadel- 
phia “we ran into at least three cloud- 
bursts and at one time the wind was 
so strong it turned us completely 
around.” The pair continued their 
battle until the landing and gave no 
thought of landing save in this city. 

The sole purpose of the world flight, 
Mr. Schlee declared, will be to lower 
the record established in 1926 by E. S. 
Evans and Winton Wells, also of De- 
troit. Mr. Schlee expects to complete 
the trip, which entails a total mileage 
of 22,067 miles, in an estimated flying 
time of 240 hours, within 15 to 20 days. 

Today Mr. Schlee and Mr. Brock will 
confer with Maj. Gen. Mason M. Pat- 
rick, chief of the Army air service, to 
arrange for radio beacons to guide them 
from Tokyo to Honolulu in the final 
leg of the trip. 


Child to Christen Plane. 


Following the conference, the plane 
will take off for Detroit, where it will 
be christened “Pride of Detroit,” by 
Mr. Schlee’s 10-year-old daughter. The 
name is in large letters on each side 
of the fuselage of the plane, which also 
carries the seals of the City of Detroit. 
After a few days in Detroit, the plane 
will be flown to Harbour Grace, New- 
foundland, where the round-the-world 
flight will begin. 

The plane was built under the super- 
vision of Eddie Stinson, famed aviator. 
and won the recent Third National Air 
Tour. Since the victory, Mr. Schlee 
said, the weight of the plane had been 
reduced more than 300 pounds and 
made ready for the flight. 

The entire flight is being financed by 
Mr. Schlee, who is president of the 
Walco Air Service. Mr. Schlee learned 
to fly a plane two years ago and ac- 
companied Stinson on the victorious 
air tour. Advance work for the flight 
was started a year ago and fuel and oil 
stations have been established at each 
city on the route, A second motor for 
the plane will be installed when the 
fliers reach Tokyo. 

The flight is expected to start within 
ten days. Taking off from Harbour 
Grace, the plane will attempt to span 
the Atlantic Ocean, 2,350 miles to Lon- 
don, then fly to Stuttgrat, Germany.

Commissions Preparing to 
Submit Reports on Church 
Doctrine. 


Lausanke, Switzerland, Aug. 8 (A.P.). 
The world conference on faith and 
order entered the second and perhaps 
most difficult stage of its.work today 


when its 500 delegates, representing 
nearly all Christian religions, broke up 
into commissions and began behind 
closed doors the preparation of reports 
on the subjects of doctrine which al- 
ready have been discussed in full open 
sessions, These reports are to be pre- 
sented to the entire conference on 
Thursday. 

The general sessions have shown that 
there are three main elements repre- 
sented here. The Anglicans of Great 
Britain and the British dominions and 
the American Episcopalians are one; 
the so-called Free Churches including 
Methodists, Wesleyans, Presbyterians, 
Congregationalists, Lutherans, Baptists 
and other protestant churches, consti- 
tute the second element; and the third 
is the Eastern Orthodox Church, repre- 
sented by a majority of its most power- 
ful patriarchs. 

In regard to the question of a united 
creed, the committee which is dealing 
with that subject has suggested that 
“an agreement might be reached that 
‘the profession. of faith at baptism 
should be made either by means of the 
apostle’s creed or the Nicene creed, or 
by the acceptance of the substance of 
one of these creeds, according as any 
church should determine.” 


Acreage in Cotton 
In Russia Increased 


(Associated Press.) 

Soviet Russia has increased its cot- 
ton acreage almost 15 per cent, this 
year, advices to the Department of 
Agriculture from the International In- 


stitute of Agriculture at Rome placing 
the area at 2,002,000 acres compared 
with 1,742,000 acres last year. Condi- 
tions in general in India and Egypt 
were reported favorable to the cotton 
crop and production in the Laguna dis- 
trict of Mexico was estimated at 90,000 
bales, compared with 225,000 bales last 
year. 

Cotton cultivation in Russia has been 
gradually improving since 1922 and the 
area, devoted to the crop at present ex- 
ceeds the prewar area, the Department 
said.

TRAIL OF THE PLOTTERS 
LEADS TO BAY STATE 


Cloak Workers to Cease Work 
Today to Attend Sacco 
Demonstrations. 


New York, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Fourteen 
thousand police today continued their 
guarding of traffic centers, homes of 


the mayor and prominent citizens, 
banks and Federal buildings against 
the depredations of bombers. 

Although no act of violence was re- 
ported following upon the bombing Fri- 
day night of two subway stations, with 
a@ casualty list of a score of injured, 
police were still alert. During the day 
the search for the persons who placed 
the bombs in the subway veered to 
Boston. 

Police reported that a detective had 
been sent there to arrest a man whose 
automobile, identified by license plates, 
was said to have been outside one of 
the subway stations just before the 
explosions. 

Police Commissioner Warren ° said 
that the force was still working on four 
theories of the explosions, with “Sacco- 
Vanzetti sympathizers just one of 
them.” 

Officials at Bellevue Hospital received 
a threatening letter, which caused po- 
lice to increase the guard there. The 
letter, also typewritten, said that if 
Sacco. and Vanzetta were electrocuted 
the institution would be “blown up.” 
Police decided to search all automobiles 
arriving at the hospital, and to exam- 
ine all bundles which persons sought 
to bring in. 


Skyscrapers Threatened. 


During the day fifteen threatening 
notes were turned over to police. One 
of these, bearing the typewritten sig- 
nature, “The Anarchists of the World 
for the Freedom of Sacco and Van- 
zetti,” threatened to blow up skKy- 
scrapers. The subway bombings, the 
letter said, was “only a sample” of what 
would happen if Sacco and Vanzetti 
were electrocuted. Building managers 
of several large byildings and news- 
papers received the letters, in each case 
turning them over to police. No such 
organization as the “Anarchists of the 
World” was known here.

Rome, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Premier Mus- 
solini today personally characterized as 
utterly false reports sent abroad on 
alleged acts of violence against Ameri- 
can citizens traveling in Italy as a sign 
of protest against the execution of 
Sacco and Vanzetti. 

The premier said that no American 
tourists in Italy had been the object 
of hostile manifestations.

Demonstration Not Held 
Cause for Deportation 


(Associated Press.) 


Labor Department. officials, in ex- 
plaining the reference by Chairman 
Johnson of the House immigration 
committee to sections of the penal 
statute governing deportation, said that 
mere participation in the Sacco-Van- 
zetti demonstrations would not serve 
as cause under the law for the depor- 
tation of any alien. 

It was added, however, that such 
action might be taken as one item of 
evidence tending to prove that an alien 
was either an Anarchist or a Com- 
munist. 

The holding of anarchistic and com- 
munistic opinions or the maintenance 
of membefship in anarchistic and com- 
munistic organizations constitutes ade- 
quate ground under the law for depor- 
tation, the officials declared. 

. W. Husband, acting secretary, 
said that as yet the agitation occa- 
sioned by the Sacco-Vanzetti case had 
not induced any unusual application 
for deportations, but that the demon- 
strations were being observed carefully 
by Government agencies. 

It was added that the department 
was Officially without notice that any 
action so far in the Sacco-Vanzetti case 
had given cause for deportation action.

A DOUBT, SAYS GREEN 


All Evidence Not Presented, 
Asserts Federation of 
Labor Chief. 


Asheville, N. C., Aug. 8 (A.P.).—De- 
crying the radical outbursts which have 
appeared throughout the country subk- 
sequent to Gov. Fuller’s refusal to grant 
a new trial in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 


William Green, president of the Ameri- 


can Federation of Labor, asserted here 
today that there were nevertheless 
grave doubts as to the guilt of the two 
men charged with the murder of the 
raymaster and his guard at South 
Braintree on April 15, 1920. 

He said the federated labor oragniza- 
tion’s insistent requests that a new 
trial be granted were based upon the 
facts that all evidence and information 
in connection with the crime had not 
been presented. If all the facts which 
were presented had fairly been consid- 
ered and new evidence, which has ap- 
peared, should be brought into court, 
“a long way would be traveled toward 
establishing the innocence of the men,” 
he said. . 

“The American Federation of Labor is 
pursuing the calm course that should 
be pursued by the American people, 
but we insist that where there is grave 
doubt the accused should be given the 
benefit of the doubt.” We wish to see 
everybody have a fair chance, and we 
are convinced that the Sacco-Vanzetti 
trial did not hear all the evidence that 
is available.”

French Sacco Manifestations 
Limited in Time and in 
Scope, However. 


CAB DRIVERS ARE IDLE 
IN FRANCE’S CAPITAL 


| W. W. Calls Out About 
4,000 Coal Miners in 
Colorado Fields. 


Paris, Aug. 8 (A.P.)—Part of the 
working population went on strike in 
Paris and in many provincial cities to- 
day as a protest against the death 
sentence which is hanging over Sacco 
and Vanzetti. It was far from the gen- 
eral strike that the Communist leaders 
predicted, however, as most of the trade 
unionists declined to join the extreme 
labor men and leave their jobs for 24 
hours. 

There were speeches, parades and 
meetings in many cities, but no vio- 
lence had béen reported up to this 
evening. In Paris itself, the police dis- 
persed several meetings and maintained 
a heavy guard about American Govern- 
ment and business buildings. Republi- 
can guards today were added to the 
force in front of the embassy. 

Most of the Paris taxicab drivers were 
striking today. As a result, business 
was extremely dull for jewelers, cos- 
tumers and others whose customers are 
drawn largely from the nonpedestrian 
classes. The men in the building 
trades were the only others in the capi- 
tal who struck with anything approach- 
ing unanimity. The telephone opera- 
tors in one exchange quit work for one 
hour. 

“Red Belt” Strikes. 


One gas company reported that 20 
per cent of its employes were absent, 
and in the “red belt,” as certain indus- 
trial suburbs just outside the gates of 
the city are called, the number of per- 
sons working in many plants was as 
much 20 per cent under normal. 

At kirk, Montpelier, and some 
other ports the longshoremen and 
dockers obeyed orders for a 24-hour 
strike, but most other workmen 
ignored the call. At St. Eitienne the 
miners and tramway operators struck, 
and there were parades with red flags 
and the singing of the “Internationale.” 

The Parisian newspapers continue 
to give prominent display to the 
demonstrations both in Europe and in 
America. The more conservative pa- 
pers express the opinion that the 
demonstrations outside the United 
States are the result of an effort on 
the part of the Communists and 
friends of bolshevism to use the uni- 
versal interest in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
case to test the strength of their own

Claims 4,000 Are Out. 


Denver, Colo. Aug. 8 (A.P.).—The 
number of coal miners on strike in 
southern Colorado was estimated at 
4,000 tonight by A. S. Embree, spokes- 
man of the 1.

8 Held in Philadephia; 
Believed Seeking Strike 


Philadelphia, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Eight 
men, who, police say, were attempting 
to incite transport and electric workers 
to a 24-hour strike beginning tomor- 
row in protest against the execution 
of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti, were arrested here today. 

One of them, apprehended handing 
out circulars, who gave his name as 
Thomas O’Mara, of Boston, is said to 
be known as a radical.

Defense counsel tonight pinned their 
hopes of a further respite from the 
governor some time before the present 
one expires at midnight Wednesday on 
legal precedent and the fact that sev- 
eral court actions are still open to 
them. 

The first action may be determined 
tomorrow cn receipt of Judge Thayer’s 
decision on today’s petition for revoca- 
tion of sentence and stay of execution. 
In the event of an adverse decision the 
defense will have recourse to the State 
Supreme Court on exceptions noted to- 
day to Judge Thayer’s refusal to grant 
a new trial. 

Pending the outcome of the Supreme 
Court appeal three more avenues are 
open to the Federal courts. An appeal 
for a writ of habeas corpus may be 
taken to the United States District 
Court in Boston, the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals or to a single 
justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 


May Make Moves. 


Defense counsel indicated tonight 
that these moves would be made if 
necessary, starting with the lower court 


first in order to insure a decision from 
every available source. The appeals 
would be based on the same grounds 
as those filed today, namely prejudice 
on the part of the trial judge and dis- 
covery of alleged new evidnce. 

The scene before Judge Thayer in 


‘| Dedham today was hardly less dra- 


matic than those that have preceded it 
in the long fight waged by the two 
men. The courthouse was heavily 
guarded by deputy sheriffs and State 
and local policemen. The doors were 
barred and guards stood about the cor- 
ridors.

With reference to 
the question of prejudice; there is not 
any now and there never was at any 
time.”

outside of court. The judge asked him 
to look up the statutory definition of 
prejudice. 

“Will you look up the authorities?” 
Judge Thayer asked. “Perhaps I am 
asking too much. I have looked them 
up and I have spent considerable time 
myself on this, for when my honor is 
involved there is nothing that touches 
my ueart and conscience more.” 


Calls Rights Protected, 


Attorney General Reading declared 
the defendants had had every opportu- 
nity in the courts to protect themselves 
and; he added, “‘the rights of these de- 
fendants do not transcend the laws 


of the Commonwealth.” The condemn- 
ed men, he said, had had able lawyers 
and had been able “to protract these 
proceedings far beyond the ordinary 
time.” | 

Judge Thayer rendered his decision 
denying a new trial immediately after 
the lawyers concluded their arguments, 
explaining that after he was assigned 
by Chief Justice Hall of the Supreme 
Court to hear the motion he had spent 
much time in considering it and had 
come to the conclusion that the only 
point involved was that of jurisdiction, 
in view of the fact that the motion had 
been filed after sentence was pro- 
nounced. He held that because of that 
he had no jurisdiction. 

The other questions—those involv- 
ing revocation of sentence and stay of 
execution—he said were “somewhat dif- 


consideration. 

Attorney Hill’s motions for revoca- 
tion of sentence and stay of execution 
were based on the same general argu- 
ments as those in support of his peti- 
tion for a new trial. 

Revocation of sentence, if granted 
by Judge Thayer, would suspend only 
the sentence and not the verdict. The 
case would revert to its status of last 
April before sentence was passed and 
presumably Judge Thayer would then 
be qualified to entertain motions for 
a new trial on whatever grounds de- 
fense counsel saw fit to present. He 
now is barred, by statute, from enter- 
taining any motions for new trial. 


Ask to Be Punished, 


Seven persons who have testified at 
various times as alibi witnesses for Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti, appeared at the gov- 


ernor’s office in the State house today 
and requested that they be arrested 
as perjurers. They were’ received by 
Herman A. MacDonald, Gov. Fuller’s 
secretary. The governor had left for 
the day. . 

Word of their coming had preceded 
them and several State police officers 
were present in the executive cham- 
bers when they arrived. The delega- 
tion was led by Beltrando Brini, who 
acted as spokesman. Brini testified at 
the Plymouth trial and was 13 years 
old at the time. 

Brini left a letter for the governor 
which read in part: | 

“We, alibi witnesses for Vanzetti, in 
accordance with our written request 
to you that you bring us to trial 
charged with perjury in the event that 
you did not free Sacco and Vanzetti, 
now present ourselves in person. 

“Your refusal to believe our words 
is tantamount to calling us liars. If 
we have been liars under oath in the 
courts of Massachusetts, we are sub 
ject to punishment.” 

Young Brini said that the Sacco-Van- 
zettl! defense committee had nothing 
to do with the visit and that he had 
organized the group. 


Clergyman With Men. 


For ‘the first time since they were 
placed in the death house at the 
Charlestown State prison Nicola Sacco 
and Bartholomeo Vanzetti today were 
visited by a clergyman. Both of the 
radicals are professed atheists. 

William Bradley Whitney, Protestant 
chaplain of the prison, talked to the 
two condemned men in their cells. He 
was with them about a half hour, but 
what went on during that time was not 
disclosed. 

Both of the condemned men stuck to

INVEIGHS ON SACCO 


Takes No Action on Plea to' 


Request Gov. Fuller to 
Reprieve Anarchists. 


FASCISM DISCUSSED 
BY MEMBERS PRESENT 


American Denounces Depart- 
ment of Justice for Alleged 
Part in Case. 


‘e 


Seventy-five Italians, attending an 
anti-Fascist meeting in Typographocal 
Temple, sat and listened last night 
while an American apologized for his 
Government because of the imminent 
“murder” of Sacco and Vanzetti, but 
the Italians, as a body, didn’t do any- 
thing about it. Their speakers devoted 
themselves to a denunciation of Musso- 
lini’s Fascisti, especially as it concerns 
the United States. 

Benjamin C. Marsh, secretary of the 
People's Reconstruction League, was 
the American who spoke. After explain- 
ing that he came of an old New Eng- 
land family, Marsh apologized for what 
is about to be done to Sacco and Van- 
zetti, and then launched a bitter attack 
against the Department of Justice. He 
said that this country had never seen 
worse criminals than the Attorney Gen- 
erals who have been in office in recent 
years. 

Coolidge Called Anarchist. 


“Americans abhor the doctrines of 
anarchy to which Sacco, Vanzetti—and 
President Coolidge, by waging war on 
Nicaragua without action by Congress— 
subscribe,” said Marsh. “That does not 
affect the fact that two mentally weak- 
ened and stupid anarchists should not 
be done to death without a fair trial 
and a conviction beyond a doubt. 

“When Vanzetti and Sacco were ar- 
rested both were scared and lied. They 
probably knew that the Department of 
Justice, while the notorious Attorney 
General A. Mitchell Palmer was in 
office, had illegally held Andra Salsedo 
incommunicado for several weeks, on 
a warrant issued by Louis F. Post, As- 
sistant Secretary of Labor. This war- 
rant ordered Salsedo to be taken to the 
nearest immigration station. Instead 
he was stolen by secret service men 
of the Department of Justice, put into 
@ prison on the fourteenth floor of the 
Park Row building, and Department of 
Justice agents directly or indirectly 
caused his death. He either was thrown 
or jumped out of the fourteenth-story 
window. There was no inquest into 
his death... This same Department of 
Justice was after Sacco and Vanzetti, 
and capable of the same illegal meth- 
ods. They knew it. 

Refused by Farnum. 

“Only yesterday I asked Acting At- 
torney General Farnum if he would 
turn over the department’s files on the 
Sacco-Vanzetti case to an impartial 
commission if Gov. Fuller would ap- 
point one, and he declined to state 
whether he would or not. Were the 
department one of justice it would in- 
sist on that record being made Known; 
failure to do so stamps it as in col- 
lusion with the effort to get rid of two 
men who may need custodial care, but 
should not be murdered.” 

Marsh had planned to ask the Italians 
to urge the Italian Ambassador here 
to request Gov. Fuller of Massachusetts, 
to grant a reprieve to Sacco and Van- 
zetti, but inasmuch as the Ambassador 
represents Mussolini and those at the 
meeting were opposed to Mussolini, 
he abandoned that plan and asked them 
to appeal direct to Gov. Fuller. 


Sichi to Send Telegram. 


But when the meeting was adjourn- 
ed no such action had been taken. It 
was explained that the sole purpose 
of the meeting was to discuss Fascism. 
However, the chairman, A. Sichi, said 
he would send a telegram to Gov. 
Fuller. 

Arturo de Pietro, associate editor of 
Il Nuovo Mondo, of New York, spoke on 
“The Rights of the People Under the 
American Constitution.” He said that 
Fascism was clearly inimical to Ameri- 
can democracy, and urged the Italians 
to do all in their power to keep it out 
of this country. 

Ignatius Geraci, of this city, said that 
Fascism is autocratic in spirit and seeks 
to destroy all liberty, and he warned 
against its insidious propaganda in this 
country. 


Committee Scouts Belief 
Bombs Were to Aid Sacco 


Chicago, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—Several re- 
vent explosions, alleged bomb plots and 
suicides from all parts of the world 
have no connection with the Sacco- 
Vanzetti case and those who say they 
have are attempting to create an im- 
pression of a reign of terror to destroy 
sentiment in favor of the condemned 
labor leaders, the Sacco-Vanzetti com- 
mittee of affiliated trade unions of Chi- 
cago declared in a statement tonight. 

“The attempt to create such an im- 
pression of a reign of terror is simply 
an effort to create the same kind of 
hysteria that resulted in the original 
conviction of the workers,” the state- 
ment said. “After seven years of 
peaceful, although energentic, agitation 
on a large scale throughout the world, 
it is a violent stretch of the imagina- 
tion to now ask people to believe that 
supporters of Sacco and Vanzetti will 
resort to such stupid and useless means 
of protest.” 


Plea is Cabled Coolidge 
by Education Delegates 


Locarno, Switzerland, Aug. 8 (A.P.). 
The Americans at the conference of 
Educational Fellowship which is meet- 
ing here cabled the following message 
today to President Coolidge: 

“We observe the deep concrn which 
exists here in the minds of the many 
nationalities represented, toward Sacco 
and Vanzetti. We appeal to you for 
action.”’

WALKER, WhO INRERITED 
SEARLES MILLIONS, Dita 


Decorator’s Nephew, Who 
Sought to Break Will, 
Received $1,000,000. 


BELLBOY ASKED FORTUNE 


Lawrence, Mass., Aug. 8 (A.P.).—The 
Hopkins-Searles millions will pass to 


new hands as a result of the death at 
Windham, N. H., last night of Arthur 
T. Walker, of Brooklyn, N. Y. Stricken 
with .a cerebral hemorrhage he died 
within two hours. 

Mr. Walker was residuary legatee 
of the late Edward F. Searles, eccentric 
multimillionaire, who died on his mag- 
nificent estate in Methuen, a suburb 
of Lawrence, in August, 1920. An effort 
by Victor Searles, a nephew, to break 
the will was settled out of court and 
it was understood that he received 
about a million dollars. By his contest 
he forfeited a bequest of $250,000 which 
under the terms of the will as inter- 
preted by the courts went to the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Another attempt to wrest a part of 
the fortune from Walker failed when 
the courts threw out the suit of An- 
gelo M. Ellison for $15,000,000 against 
the Searles estate. Ellison for some 
time was employed as a bellboy at 
Searles’ Methuen home and his claim 
was that Searles had promised to treat 
him liberally in his will. 

Searles, an interior decorator, at the 
age of 40, married Mrs. Mark Hopkins, 
widow of the builder of the Union 
Pacific Railroad. They became. ac- 
quainted when he decorated her man- 
sion in Great Barrington, Mass. At her 
death the Hopkins fortune came to 
Searles, who for the greater part of his 
life thereafter was virtually a recluse 
in the great house, surrounded by costly 
gardens and a high wall, which he 
established in Methuen. At times he 
stayed at a veritable castle which he 
built in Windham, N. H., a few miles 
away. 

Walker was his confidential secre- 
tary. He was an obscure worker in a 
New York business office. His hand- 
ling of the Searles fortune has been 
credited with its virtual doubting be- 
fore Searles’ death, when it was esti- 
mated at between $40,000,000 and $50,- 
000,000. 

After gaining possession of this 
wealth Walker retained his modest 
habits. He continued to live in an in- 
expensive apartment in Brooklyn and 
used the subway trains in his daily 
trips to his New York office. Occas- 
ionally he revisited New England and 
it was while he was on a week’s vaca- 
tion at the Windham Mansion that he 
was stricken. 

Walker was a bachelor. He was born 
in Chatham, Ont., 49 years ago. He had 
never given any intimation as to his 
plans for the disposal of the great es- 
tate at his death. His attorney said 
the Searles fortune went outright to 
Walker and further disposition would 
not be known until Walker’s will was 
filed for probate.

WILLIAM JAMES’ RICH

American, French, Germans 
and Englishman Prepare 
to Cross Atlantic. 


GOOD WEATHED AWAITED 


Paris, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—With three 
French planes, two German expeditions 
and one English plane virtually ready 
to hop off for a westward flight across 
the ocean and waiting only for favor- 
able weather, Charles A. Levine and 
Maurice Drouhin, the French filer, to- 


day patched up their differences to the 
extent of signing a new contract for 
the return flight of the Columbia. 

The signing of the contract gave the 
Columbia a good chance to be the first 
to make the crossing, since the ship, 
which already has the distinction of 
having flown from New York to Ger- 
many, is tuned up and ready to take 
al the minute the weather is favore- 
able. 

The French expeditions, which are 
hustling to be the first to get into the 
air, are led by Dieudonne Coste, Leon 
Givon and Sub-Lieutenant Paul Taras- 
con. Coste,’ whose flight was denied 
Official sanction several days ago be- 
cause of the absence of floats on his 
plane, now has been given permission 
oy the ministry of war to attempt the 

op. 

The Bluebird, in which Givon has 
replaced Drouhin as pilot, has made its 
test flights at Le Bourget and is ready 
to*take off, while Tarascon, although 
virtually ready, has several tests yet to 
make. 

Under the contract signed today, 
Levine agreed to deposit 300,000 francs 
(about $12,000) with the Bank of 
France, payable to Drouhin’s wife in 
cizé Drouhin is lost. The c-ntract 
provides for Drouhin’s salary and share 
of the profits accruing from motion 
pictures, flight stories and so forth. 
In case another plane crosses ahead of 
the Columbia, either Drouhin or Le- 
vine can denounce the contract.

AGRICULTURAL LANDS 
HELD BY AMERICAN 


‘New Turn Taken in Mexico in 
Confiscation of Property 
Owned by Aliens. 


‘REPRESENTATIONS MADE 
BY DEPARTMENT HERE 


469,078 Acres Belonging to 
U.S. Citizens Granted to 
Mexican Villages.

The smouldering controversy with 
Mexico over threatened confiscation of 
American property rights has taken a 
new turn which promises further un- 
welcome difficulties. President Calles 
appears temporarily to have called a 
halt in the confiscation plans against 
American oil properties and to have de- 
cided to concentrate against American- 
owned agricultural lands instead, 

As a result, the State Department 
here is understood to have already 


taken steps fo cope with this new situa- 
tion and representations already made 
to the Calles government with a view 
to safeguarding the legitimate inter- 
ests of American farmers and land- 
owners in Mexico, whose properties are 
in danger of seizures under the con- 
fiscatory Mexican agrarian laws, or 
grants of “‘ejidos” as they are called. 

Official report received here recently 
from George Wythe, acting American 
commercial attache at Mexico City, 
state that 104 properties of citizens of 
the United States, with an aggregate 
acreage of 469,078, or 189,910 hectares, 
have been granted to Mexican villages. 
The Calles government claims that this 
granting of privately-owned lands to 
villagés constitutes part of the great 
agrarian reform, which is patterned 
after the Russian Soviet idea of giving 
land to the peasant-workers. 


Statistics Are Official. 


Thé figures reported by Mr. Wythe 
are taken from the Mexican govern- 
ment’s own official statistics and it is 
understood here that the extent of the 
seizures affecting Americans is in 
réality far greater than appears in 
these reports. 

Furthermore, there appears to be no 
intention on the part of the Calles gov- 
ernment to desist from continuing the 


ee 


seizures, and new incidents are reach- 
ing here from American farmers and 
roperty owners, who constitute the 
atest list of victims. How close these 
seizures come to actual confiscation tis 
still in doubt, as the question of wheth- 
er American property owners have re- 
ceived any real recompense for their 
lands or whether they have any future 
prospect of being pro‘ected under the 
Mexican agrarian laws is necessarily a 
matter of consideration. 

Calles has apparently stopped just 
short of actual confiscation in dealing 
with the American oil companies, ac- 
cording to the interpretation which of- 
ficials here place on the latest develop- 
ments. 


Oil Companies Refused Permits. 


Drilling permits are bemg denied to 
the American oil companies, such per- 
mits having been denied to the Huas- 


teca Co. since the Transcontinental was 
recently denied a permit. Consequent- 
ly, oil drilling has fallen off at a rate 
of about 66 per cent annually, accord- 
ing to some of the estimates, and the 
taxes paid to the Mexican government 
by the oil operators are falling off ac- 
cordingly. While Mexico collectéd ap- 
proximately $18,000,000 from the oil 
companies in taxes last year, the preés- 
ent rate of production indicates a tax 
of about $6,000,000 for the present 
ear. 

Thus the Mexican government itself 
is paying part of the penalty for the 
threatened confiscation campaign, and 
the fact that Mexican communities 
suffer and thousands are thrown out of 
work are added hardships from the 
Mexican standpoint. 

The diplomatic controversy between 
Mexico and the United States does not, 
however, become involved in the mere 
refusing of permits to drill, according 
to officials here who admit that this 
policy of refusing permits may at any 
time introduce the element of actual 
confiscation. For example, if the Amer- 


‘ican-owned properties were actually 


taken possession of or granted to Mexi- 
Gans to exploit, there would be a clean- 
cut case of confiscation, and the United 
States Government would immediately 
have to meet the challenge. 


Keeps In Safe Bounds. 


But it looks as if Calles is endeavor- 
ing to keep within safe bounds by 
avoiding any actual case of confiscation 
of oil properties while coming as close 
as possible to the danger mark and 
threatening at any moment to go over 
the line. 

President Coolidge’s stand against the 
threat of confiscation of American- 
owned lands and his references to the 
“inalienable rights” of American prop- 
erty owners have so far proved a check 
to the Calles program in his dealing 
with American oil properties. Whether 
the same check will prevent Calles from 
confiscating American agricultural 
lands appears at the moment less cer- 
tain. 

Calles has the excuse that Mexican 
politicians and generals sieze privately- 
owned lands at crop time, denude them 
of their crops and then move on. Such 
action is always subject to the explana- 
tion, it is said, that the federal gov- 
ernment does not indorse or encourage 
such practices. But the unfortunate 
farmers or land owners, if they hap- 
pen to be Americans, derive no profit 
from the explanations and are not re- 
imbursed for the loss of their crops,

Miss Patricia Pepper wishes to have 
a recipe for Turkish paste, and I am 
going to give her the best one of which 
I know—one that was given me some 
few years ago by a most expert candy- 
maker, but called by this friend “Turk- 
ish Dream.” 


Turkish Dream. 


Dissolve an envelope of granulated 
gelatin in a half cup fo cold water 
and allow it to stand for five minutes. 
Place a pound of fine granulated sugar 
in a saucepan with a half cup of boil- 
ing water, bring it to the boiling point, 
add the gelatin and let the whole 
cook for 20 minutes. It must simmer, 
just at the boiling point, rather than 
boil. Add the grated rind of one largé 
orange, and the juice of the orange 
which has been strained. Add the 
juice of one large lemon and, if de- 
sired, a third cup of finely chopped 
nut meats... Add a small amount of 
red vegetable coloring until the de- 
sired shade of pink or red is obtained 
and then turn into a pan that has 
been rinsed out with cold water and 
let stand, unmolested, until cold. The 
candy should be not more than an 
inch deep in the pan; otherwise the 
cubes, when cut, will not be in usual 
proportion. Turn (when cold) onto a 
board or enamel slab and cut in cubes. 
Roll in confectioners’ sugar atid the 
dainty is ready to serve.

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EXILED MEXIGAN BISHOPS 
MAY BE ALLOWED BACK 


Mexico City Paper Informed 
of Pending Adjustment 
of Religious Crisis. 


OFFICIALS HAVE NO DATA 


Mexico City, Aug. 8 (A.P.).—The 
newspaper Excelsior says it has re- 
ecived information that it is possible 
there may be in prospect an adjust- 
ment of the religious controversy be- 
tween the Mexican government and the 
Catholic Church which resulted in the 
new religious regulations a year ago. 
The paper also says it learns it is pos- 
sible that the Catholic archbishops 
and bishops who were deported from 
Mexico after the Guadalajara train out- 
rage, several Months ago, may be per- 
mitted to return to Mexico. 

(The outrage to which reference is 
made occurred in April, near Limon, 
when outlaws destroyed a passenger 
train. Mexican authorities charged 
the members of the Mexican episco- 
pate inspired this attack, and & number 
of archibishops and bishops were de- 
ported.) 

It was announced semiofficialy to- 
night that department of the interior 
has no official information that the 
deported Mexican prelates are preparing 


to return to Mexico. None of the 
government departments thus far has 
révealed the government’s plans or 
changes of policy, if any. 

' Foreign Minister Saenz, who is Gen. 
Obregon’s campaign manager in the 
presidential contest, has been at San 
Antonio, Tex., where, it is reported 
here, he conferred with the banished 
Mexican. prelates. Excelsior expresses 
the opinion that this conference possi- 
bly was for the purpose of paving th ng 
way for the return of the prelates, an 
that it may even lead to a settlement 
of the religious controversy which re- 
Sulted in the suspension of services in 
the churches. 

Archbishop Mora del Rio, of Mexico 
City, and other leading figures in the 
Catholic episcopate of Mexico who were 
deported after the Guadalajara train 
attack, denied the government’s charge 
that they were responsible for the &0- 
called Catholic revolution. President 
Calles recently ordered the release 
from prison of all the Catholic laymen 
charged’ with sedition.

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‘HELD TO THREATEN 
CHINA'S INTEGRITY 


Seizure of Shanghai Customs 
House Declared Plan to 
Block New Law. 


PRESSURE IS EXERTED 
FOR MONGOLIA CONTROL 


Chinese Officials Assert Work 
of Washington Parley 
Is in Peril. 


By JOHN POWELL. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, Aug, 8.—Unless the United 
States takes immediate action to enforce 
the Washington Conference stipulations 
respecting the preservation of China’s 
territorial administrative and open door 
policy, which America and eight other 
nations solemnly agreed upon less than 
six years ago, the treaty will be scrapped 
and China will be threatened with dis- 
memberment. 
This is my solmen belief following 
close observation of. the Japanese ac- 
tivities in recent weeks, plus conversa- 
tions with Chinese of all factions, who 
declare that Japan now is exerting pres- 
sure on China almost exactly similar to 
1925, when the 21 demands were pre- 
sented. 
Japanese demands upon the Chinese 
Nationalists are being presented by 
Baron Yoshizawa, Japanese Minister to 
Peking, who arrived here yesterday from 
Japan and proceeded immediately to 
Nanking for a conference with Gen. 
Chiang Kai-Shek. 
The seriousness of the situation is 
evidenced in the hurried departure for 
Nanking tonight of Dr. C. C. Wu, min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Quo Tai-Chi, 
commissioner of foreign affairs, and 
practically all the local Kuomintang 
officials. 


May Take Customs House. 


Simultaneously with Minister Yoshi- 
zawa’s arrival here local Japanese news- 
papers published a dispatch from Tokyo 
stating that Japan is planning the 
seizure of the Shanghal customs house 
in order to block the Nationalists from 
enforcing the tariff autonomy Septem- 
ber 1, 

The Shanghai Times, a local British 
organ which is close to the Japanese, 
published this morning a Peking dis- 
patch alleging that Great Britain and 
France both are supporting Japan in 
the contemplated seizure of the Shang- 
hal customs. 

While dispatches from Peking tonight 
carry Japanese denials, Nationalist of- 
ficlals here assert they have received 
dispatches from Chinese sources in 
Manchuria proving that demands were 
presented which, if agreed upon, will 
make Manchuria and Mongolia a pro- 
tectorate if not an actual Japanese 
colony. This program was blocked by 
the American action at the Washing- 
ton conference. 

While this is taking place in Man- 
churia, the Japanese also are bringing 
heavy pressure to bear upon the Na- 
tionalist here, trying to force them to 
call off the Nationalist program of 
tariff autonomy, while at the same 
time attempting to force Gen. Chian 
Kai-Shek to make a compromise with 
Marshal Chahg, leaving the Mukden 
war lord the controller of the Peking 
government which now is openly sup- 
ported by the Japanese. 


Japan Aiding Army. 


Gen. Pai Chung-Hsi, chief subordi- 
nate of Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, who was 
defeated by northern troops last week, 
arrived at Shanghai today and declared 
that the northern troops are actively 
supported by the Japanese military and 
are financed and munitioned by the 
Japanese. Gen. Pai alleges that he per- 
sonally found Japanese soldiers wear- 
ing Chinese uniforms and manning 
machine guns among the northern 
troops. 

Nationalist officials here profess ina- 
bility to understand the present United 
States policy of aloofness in the face 
of Japanese actions, which are likely 
to undo the entire Washington confer- 
ence program. They are particiularly 
disappointed that American diplomatic 
or consular officials were not sent to 
Nanking in order to offset the Japanese, 
who even claim that they are acting for 
all thé powers, including the United 
States. 

The evidence points to the fact that 
the Japanese have done a complete 
about-face on the neutral policy which 
followed the Washington conference.

CONVENTION OF PRINTERS 


C. F. Howard and Daniel 
Tobin Disagree Over Ad- 
vanced Pension Age. 


LYNCH’S WIRE CHEERED 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 8 (A.P.)—A 
clash between Charlés P. Howard, of 
Chicago, president of the International 


Typographical Union, and Daniel J. To- 
bin, international president of the 
Teamsters and Truck Drivers Union, 
personal friend of James M. Lynch, 
veteran former president of the Typo- 
graphical Union, marked today’s ses- 
sion of the Diamond Jubilee convention 
of the printers’ organization. 

Tobin in addressing the convention, 
advised the delegates to “get rid of 
anything that was holding back the 
union,” referring to a proposed refer- 
endum on a proposal to advance the 
pension age to 65 years instead of 60 
years. Howard; head of the progressive 
contingent of the union, took sharp is- 
sué with Tobin. Lynch ts recognized as 
‘the leader of the administrative forces, 

Howard defended the referendum and 
brought the delegates to their feet 
cheering when he said: “The inherent 
power in this organization comes from 
the men who compose the organiza- 
tion.” Lynch was defeated for reelec- 
tion as president of the Typographical 
body in 1926 after backing the in- 
creased pension agé plan. 

Mr. Lynch, in a message read to the 
convention today, urged the delegates 
to avoid “petty squables and recrimi- 
nations,” and to advance the I. T. U. 
Mr. Lynch is confined in a hospital in 
Syracuse, N. Y. The message was re- 
ceived by the delegates with an ova- 
tion although the progressive forces 
seemed in control today. 

The wrangle between the two forces 
broke out anew later in the day when 
protests against the seating of delegates, 
mostly those of the Mailers’ union, were 
made. James J. Hoban, of Cleveland, 
administration leader took the lead in 
the fight against the unseating of dele- 
gates. A showdown is expected tomor- 
row when the credentials committee re- 
port on the protests. 

The convention is in session for six 
days.

COMMUNIST VIOLENCE, 

Reports from all parts of the world indicate 
that the supporters of Sacco and Vanzetti lost 
much ground by the attempted reign of terror 
begun on Friday. Protest meetings have de- 
generated into communistic rallies. Every- 
where the red flag and Soviet propaganda have 
been connected with the mass meetings. Radi- 
cals the world over are seeking to reap the 
harvest which has been sown by misguided 
“liberals” for the last seven years. 

If anything were needed to alienate public 
opinion further, it was the ‘‘explanation” made 
by radical organizations of the bombs that 
wrecked: two subway stations in New York, a 
church in Philadelphia and the home of Balti- 
more’s mayor. Leaders of the movement 
which has been created to obtain freedom for 
the two convicted men charged that the explo- 
sions were the work of persons trying to dis- 
credit communism. No sane person believes 
that citizens would practice any such form of 
self-destruction in order to hamper the spread 
of radicalism. Organized society has not been 
sufficiently aroused to the danger. It chooses 
more often to ignore the wild-eyed fanatic, ani 
refuses to recognize the possibility of such hap- 
penings as those of last week. 

The public and the authorities are now n 
guard. Precautions have been taken to pre: 
vent any further assaults upon the life and 
property of American citizens. The threat ol 
a one-day strike will not deter the carrying out 
of the sentence imposed upon the two mea. 
Only those who wish to be classed openly 4s 
enemies of the Government can associate them- 
selves with the demonstrations in behalf of 
Sacco and Vanzetti. The light of reason has 
been thrown on the case both by the action of 
crazed followers of the two men and the clear 
exposition of the facts in the case given by 
Gov. Fuller and his commission. The shadows 
remain only in the minds of those too diseased 
to think sanely. 


MODERN CONQUISTADORES. 


Man’s discontent with the fetters of space 
jas already taken him to the most remote 
spots on the globe. He dreams of voyages to 
other planets and to prepare for that day, 
perhaps, reduces the difficulties of locomo- 
tion on this earth. The circumnavigation of 
the world drew countless explorers across 
uncharted oceans and trackless lands. The 
game ambition still controls kindred hardy 
souls. Their goal now is to reduce the time 
required for the trip to the vanishing point. 
The years that were once necessary have 
shrunk to days, and the desire now is to make 
it a matter of hours. 

Proof was offered by Edward S. Evans and 
Linton Wells a year ago that it is possible to 
make the circuit in 28 days. Other travelers 
seek now to cut the four weeks into three. 
Edward F. Schlee, Detroit business» man, and 
William Brock, aviator, compose one such expe- 
dition; John Henry Mears, who not so long ago 
was globe-girdling champion himself, the other. 
The probabilities are that in the next week or 
two both expeditions will be on their way. 


It was the fashion in these ventures, even - 


as late as a year ago, to depend on more con- 
servative forms of transportation while cross- 
ing oceans. The present travelers will use 
airplanes for the entire distance. They plan 
to span both the Atlantic and Pacific by air, 
a feat not as yet to the credit of any single 
individual. It is the aim of both to use the 
game plane and motor for the entire journey, 
a clear indication of the way in which man 
already has surpassed the bird in the latter’s 
own element. 

Accomplishment of the trip by either or both 
adventurers will prove much more-than any 
reduction in the time now required for the 
Same journey. 
that engineering skill could produce an engine 
with a safety factor of only afew hours. 
Today no machine is considered safe that lacks 
Z life of at least 100 continuons flying hours. 
Tomorrow, if the circumnavigators are so 
blessed, it may be demonstrated that engines 
can be built which will function unfalteringly 
for days and weeks. As the safety factor rises, 
the development of aviation will soar. The 
courage necessary for the pioneer stage has 
been in evidence since the days the Wrights 
first flew. The confidence of -the public has 
‘been growing. A few more demonstrations 
such as Schlee, Brock and Mears are about to 
make and the whole world will be flying about 
the skies.

KENTUCKY’S CAMPAIGN. 


The national issues of a presidential year 
will not stir Kentucky one-half as much as 
domestic considerations which will be decided 
in the Blue Grass State this fall. As the result 
of last Saturday’s dual primary J. C. W. Beck- 
ham, former governor and senator, will be the 
Democratic candidate for governor. Judge 
Flem D. Sampson, member of the State bench, 
is the choice of the Republicans. The issue 
that divides them is the legality of pari- 
mutuel wagering in connection with horse 
racing. Beckham stands pledged to end the 
practice. 

Kentucky, despite its proverbial reputation 
as the home of the ‘“‘sport of kings,’’ is sharply 
divided on the question of the accompanying 
betting. “The opponents of the Jockey Club, 
which controls racing in.that State, have been 
active in a militant fashion for a number of 
years. Bills to abolish pari-mutuel betting have 
been introduced at every session of the legisla- 
ture for the last decade. They have been ap- 
proved, in many instances, by the house and 
defeated in the senate. The party division now 
indicated promises to afford a State-wide refer* 
endum. , 

The sentiment of the voters on this single 
issue will, in all probability, determine the 
political complexion of the State government. 
The balance between the two parties in the 
State is exceedingly fine. Until the last sena- 
torial election two Republicans represented 
Kentucky in the upper house of Congress. The 
Republicans have also captured the governor- 
ship in the past, as they did when Edwin P. 
Morrow was elected. 

The pari-mutuel issue was not injected by the 
Jockey Club. Much of the wealth and pros- 
perity of the State is dependent upon the 
thoroughbred industry. Racing has achieved 
a place of great importance in the State. 
Charges of corruption and bribery, all of which 
the Jockey Club denied, were common during 
the preprimary campaign. More vital problems 
of the State were ignored or forgotten. As the 
situation now stands the racing interests will 
be on trial in the election. A Democratic vic- 
tory would mean that renewed pressure to 
abolish betting would be.exerted upon the 
legislature. Ea 


INVITING TUBERCULOSIS, 


Scantiness in women’s dress is blamed by a | 


‘Milwaukee physician for the prevalence ‘of 
tuberculosis among girls between the ages of 
15 and 265. The layman has wondered 
long how members of the opposite sex coul 
wear furs on the hottest days and flimsy cloth- 
ing in the middle of winter without some in- 
jury to health. Remonstrance on the part of 
members of the family has not served to 
change styles nor the practice. Solemn medi- 
cal. opinion may have better result. 

It is of present tendencies that Dr. Hoye E. 
Dearholt speaks: “I believe we can cut down 
tuberculosis among young women if we push 
dress reform,”’ he said. “There is a point in the 
race for scanty clothing at which a girl must 
stop, lest the body be chilled too much and 
weakened.’”’ He supported this statement with 
statistics showing that for the first time in 
the history of the Wisconsin Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation the State’s twenty institutions for the 
treatment of the disease are filled, with long 
waiting lists in many instances. 

There is today a contributing factor almost 
as important and dangerous as the scantiness 
of female attire. All women are not born with 
the slim and boyish figures modern fashion 
dictates. The majority of women, not so en- 
dowed by nature, have sought artificial means 
to achieve slenderness. Many eat less than 
needed to sustain bodily health, for fear of 
putting on a few pounds. Others use quack 
nostrums, which may or may not produce the 
desired result, but are almost certain to set up 
an ailment of some sort. These circumstances 
combine to make them easy victims for dis- 
ease in.any form. Tuberculosis must be met 
with full bodily vigor if it is to be resisted. 
Women low in vitality are handicapped often 
fatally in their fight against the lumbar germ. 
Their course in putting style above health is 
as heedless as that of individuals who know- 
ingly subject themselves to other forms of con- 
tagion. They check the otherwise successful 
fight that is being made to put an end to 
tuberculosis. For their own sake,’ and that 
of the world in general, women would do well 
in this instance to heed medical advice. 


THE BORER STILL BORING, 


There is still. some of that $10,000,000 which 
Congress appropriated to eliminate the Euro- 
pean corn-borer available to the scientists of 
the Department of Agriculture with which to 
continue the work of extermination. Incident- 
ally there are still a few of the borers on the 
job who have thus far declined to be extermi- 
nated, although the department is not officially 
advised as to conditions existing in those sec- 
tions of the infected counties which have here- 
tofore furnished the most popular breeding 


grounds for the worms, pugs, insects, or what- 


ever their official classiication may be. 

While “official” information as to the work 
accomplished by the alien European bug is still 
unavailable there comes from Albany informa- 
tion which, while regarded as “unofficial” in 
Washington; might readily be regarded as ex 
cathedra information by the misguided in- 
habitants of that State. It was in New York 
that the borer was reported to be extremely 
active in its destructive campaign against the 
corn crop last year. In the western counties of 


the State vigorous efforts were made during 
the spring months of this year to ‘‘clean-up’’” 
. the corn 


stubble. Many thousands of dollars 
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were expended in aiding the farmers whose 
lands were known to be infected to cleanse 
those fields by the use of fire and the plow. At 
the close of the campaign of 1927 the pleasing 
information was broadcast that there had been 
something over 80 per cent of a complete clean- 
up in those counties, with ‘the natural result 
that hope was entertained that there would be 
a material reduction in the damage from corn- 
borer ravages for the year. ’ 

Yet from Albany comes the report that with 
the exception of nine in the southeastern sec- 
tion of the State the pest has been definitely 
located in all the counties, and that it is par- 
ticularly active in the Mohawk Valley ‘‘also 
in Erie, Cattaraugus and Chautauqua coun- 
ties,’”” which are those supposed to have been 
most effectually cleansed. 

Congress may appropriate a further fund, 
even up to $100,000,000, and use every dollar 
of it withSut accomplishing the result desired 
unless each and every State in which the pest 
appears will join the Federal Department of 
Agriculture in a war to the death. Should the 
borer get a foothold in the great corn-growing 
States as he has in Michigan, Indiana and New 
York the damage which may be inflicted in one 
season will be greater by a thousandfold than 
the expense of a campaign intelligently con- 
ducted and having the whole-hearted support 
alike of the officials and residents of every 
State which is threatened with the affliction.

AIR ARTILLERY. 


It is hard, even in the light of. what hap- 
pened during the World War, to visualize the 
possibilities and extent of. aerial warfare in 
the conflicts of the future. The development 


of battle in the new and third plane had ' 


virtually only begun when the armistice put 
an end tv military struggle. Enough had been 
demonstrated to prove conclusively that the 
victorious army must have command of the 
air, and that from the skies destruction un- 
dreamed of before could be visited upon land 
and sea forces and defenses. 

Some suggestion of what is to come may be 
gained from the tests that are being made this 
summer with three superdreadnaughts of the 
air. Three aircraft companies have developed 
huge fighting planes which dwarf anything 
produced hitherto. Bombs, which were for- 
merly nothing more than enlarged hand 
grenades, have heen replaced by missiles of 
destruction that weigh a ton and are calculated 
to wreck everything within a half mile of 
where they strike. The planes are capable of 
carrying from six to ten machine guns, to be 
used both as offensive and defensive arnma- 
ment. Their own size and the load they can 
carry are enough to make these aircrait 
notable examples of the progress in construc- 
tion that has taken place since the war. 

Preliminary tests by the Army Air Service 
have just begun. Experts will be able to de- 
termine the useful load,-crutsing radius and 
mobility of the machines, but it will be virtual- 
ly impossible to gauge their death-dealing 
powers. If the claims of the inventors are 
only partially fulfilled, the possibilities are 
almost too terrible to contemplate. One such 
bomb as these airplanes will carry would, if :t 
were dropped in the center of Washington’s 
business district, virtually demolish it. The 
financial center of New York could be laid 
waste in similar fashion. Centered upon a 
divisional encampment, such an explosive force 
could put all of its combatant forces out of 
action. Such are the weapons of war, if war 
should come tomorrow. A year or two from 
now they may be even more gigantic and terri- 
fying. Their presence can not be ignored, and 
their use and value to this country should be 
known. 


A MOVIE FROM LIFE. 


The strange case of Vuco Perovic is ended 
at last, so far as the legal technicalities that 
made it unique are concerned; provided only 
that the former Montenegrin obeys the laws of 
the country. It is about time, too, that ‘‘finis’”’ 
should be written, for it is upward of twenty 
years since he was convicted of the murder 
of an Alaskan fisherman. The sentence of the 
Alaskan court was death. Probably because 
there was a Shadow of doubt as to Perovic’s 
guilt, President Taft commuted the sentence 
to life imprisonment. 

After four years in the Federal prison at 
McNeil Island, Perovic was transferred to 
the penitentiary at Leavenworth. While in 
that institution he sued out a writ of habeas 
corpus, in which he set forth that he had never 
asked for a commutation of sentence, and 
that it could not be commuted without his 
consent. The Government appealed, and in 
June last the Supreme Court of the United 
States overruled the opinion of the Kansas 
judge, and Perovic was ordered to be returned 
to Leavenworth, to remain during his natural 
life. : 

However, during the last two years, during 
which he has been living in Rochester, N. Y., 
Perovic, having won the respect of the people 
of that city, succeeded in getting his case 
before President Coolidge. After hearing all 
the arguments of the friends of the condemned 
man, the President has just granted him a 
pardon, with the proviso that he must obey 
the laws of the land. 


But the worst is still to come, if.Perovic is 


to achieve his ambition. It seems, according 
to his own story, that “the story of his life 
has been written,” and this he hopes will be 
adapted to production on the screen. Thus it 
may be in the near-future “Perovic Escaping 
Death,” with Vuco in the star part, will be 
pictured throughout the country in those 
houses owned or controlled by the fortunate 
producer who gets hold of the movie rights.

Law’s Delay Encourages Violence. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
want to indorse your editorial compar- 
ing the administration of criminal laws 
in Great Britain, or under its juris- 
diction, with the same thing in the 
United States. Our criminal procedure 
is in a very large measure responsible 
for the®prevalence of lynching. The 
endless delays the courts give under 
one pretense and another in the trial 
of persons charged with crime, espe- 
clally those charged with homicide; the 
new trials granted by appellate courts 
on some trivial technicality, and then 
the stay of executions, so often granted 
by chief executives, furnish an excuse 
for mobs to take the matter in their 
own hands and deal out summary pun- 
ishments. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were pronounced 
guilty after a prolonged trial in which 
every art known to astute attorneys 
was resorted to in efforts to secure 
their acquittal. This conviction was 
upheld by the appellate court, but one 
delay after another occurred in carry- 
ing out the sentence, until agitators 
and apologists of the reds had time to 
work up excitement and arouse the 
passions of th lawless against the 
laws. The result is explosions, the sacri- 
ficing of innocent lives, the destruc- 
tion of property and a reign of terror. 
Those who granted those delays are 
morally guilty of the death of every 
one who has been or who may be 
killed by bombs or otherwise by the 
sympathizers with the condemned men. 
With such delays, often resulting n 
escape from punishment, iseit to be 
wondered at that the people so often 
take the law into their own hands? 
The public has some rights:to protec- 
tion by the courts and other adminis- 
trators of the laws. |

Frens M. Olbrechts, ethnologist, who re- 
cently returned from an expedition of 


the Smithsonian Insitution 
North Carolina Indian reservation. 
Modern advances in medical science 
mean nothing to them, he stated, add- 
ing that they still use the superstitious 
remedies of their ancestors. They are 


more concerned with how the medicine 
is applied than the real efficacy of the 
concoction, he stated. 

Dr. Olbrechts brought back a num- 
ber of the so-called remedies, outsand- 
ing among which is a medicine man’s 
varicolored cloth in which the doctor 
wraps up and carries away the cause of 
the disease. Other instruments used 
to cure diseases, which he brought back, 
are, @ magical transparent stone alleged 
to possess mysterious powers in the 
elimination of disease and a blow tube 
used by the medicine men and women 
to sprinkle or blow decoctions and in- 
fusions upon parts of the body. 

Very few of the Indians speak Eng- 
lish. Their written language, however, 
| originated from the English alphabet, it 
poe stated. It was created by a half- 
breed Cherokee who took the’ English 
| letters and changed them as he saw fit, 
making them ‘into a Cherokee alphabet.

“The infestation is reported by cor- | 
respondents to be approximately three | 
times as heavy as it was a yeay ago,’ 
said tge crop reporting board, “and is 
the greatest it has been since 1923 
for the same time of the season. Al- 
lowance for weevil damage made by 
the board in arriving at its production 
forecast assumes average weather con- 
ditions. during the remainder of the, 
season, and prospects may be expected | 
to improve or decline accordingly as | 
the weather is more or less ‘favorable 
for weevil propagation during the re- 
mainder of the season than average. 

“Hot, dry weather during the remain- 
der of the season, August and first half 
of September, would tend to lower the 
weevil hazard, and correspondingly en- 
the production outlook, but 


during this period, the menace would 
tend to become increasingly serious. 
With the present extent of weevil in- 
festation damage will no doubt be) 
greater this year than in any of the 
past three years, which were years of | 
light damage, but probably less than 
during the four years 1920 to 1923, in- 
clusive, which were years of heavy 
damage. 

“Analysis of data on damage due to 
weevil gathered during the past eight- 
een years shows no increase where ex- 
treme weevil damage occurred in a 
year immediately succeeding a year of 
relatively light damage. 

“The cotton hopper, which was very 
troublesoma, a year ago, is causing 
practically no damage this year. Red 
spider is reported only“in North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee. 

“Except in the Southwest, where 
drought was seriously early in the sea- | 
son, stands are fairly good, and the| 
plants have made good growth, but| 
have not fruited heavily as yet.”

CAUSES OF TYPHOID. 


HE Indiana health department 

' tells of one family in which there 
were ten cases of typhoid fever. 
They came along one after another 
until the number who had enjoyed the 
disease amounted to ten. The term 
“enjoyed the disease” is not as face- 
tious as it seems. 

The people suspected the well to be 
the cause of the trouble wien the 
first case appeared. The physician did 
also. They Knew that the State health 
department stood ready to pass on the 
well water whenever it was under sus- 
picion. The family decided not to in- 
vestigate because the well was driven 
and it was on a hill. After a year or so, 
and after ten members had had 
typhoid, the well was investigated. 
That broke the chain of typhoid. 

In spite of the fact that so many 
country wells are unsafe, the Indiana 
health department puts two agencies 
ahead of them as the cause of typhoid. 
One is raw milk. This they compare to 
white mule. Most readers know what 
white mule is—some by experience. All 
agree that it is bad stuff. 


Vaughan makes the statement that 
the wines and beers of Europe probably 
Saved the population from being wiped 
out by typhoid fever during the nine- 
teenth century. The ordinary drinking 
water was pretty much all infected. It 
was consumed raw. Beer and wine 
were pasteurized after a fashion. How- 
ever, nobody advises the use of white 
mule as a means of preventing typhoid, 
even though it is sterile. The Indiana 
health department merely used it as 
a something awful with which raw 
milk could be compared. 

They also put the typhoid carrier 
ahead of bad water as a cause of ty- 
phoid. Most of the carriers are persons 
who have had typhoid fever and who 
have recovered but who are still excret- 
ing typhoid.

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Dempsey to Train in Private 


For Title Bout With Tunney 


Both Fighters Plan to 


Do Preliminary Work 


Near Chicago; Resorts, Country Club 
and Race Track Offered as Camps. 


| HICAGO, Aug. 8 (AP.).—Jack 
Dempsey wishes to train in pri- 


vate, with the public barred, and 
his training performances open only to 
newspaper correspondents. The former 
world’s. heavyweight champion advised 
Promoter Tex Rickard of his desire to- 
day, adding that he will arrive in 
Chicago August 18 to.open the cam- 
paign for the title bout with Gene 
Tunney, in Soldiers Field, September 22. 

Dempsey told Rickard, in a com- 
munication from Los Angeles, that Leo 
P. Flynn, his manager,- would arrive in 
Chicago by the end of the week to 
select a training site. Several. resorts 
and country clubs, also Lincoln: Fields 
Race Course, have wired Dempsey to 
consider their facilities as: a suitable 
place for his conditioning. 

The Dempsey camp will be located 
close to Chicago, Rickard said, as both 
Dempsey and Flynn want the spot 
within an hour’s ride of-the city. 


Billy Gibson, manager of Tun- 
ney, also is expected before the end 
of the week to select a training 
camp. ‘Tunney, likewise, has ex- 
pressed a desire to have his camp 
located near Chicago, that news- 
paper correspondents may visit 
without being forced to ride great 
distances to make‘the two camps. 


After installing an office force in 
the Congress Hotel, Rickard returned to 
New York today for the Delaney- 
Paulino fight Thursday night.. With 
that match out of the way, Rickard 
will dash back to Chicago with his en- 


tire staff of assistants to remain until 
after the Dempsey-Tunney affair. 

Rickard conferred today with George 
F. Getz, millionaire coal dealer, who is 
the licensed. promoter of the bout, to 
meet the requirements of the Illinois 
boxing law, aver the distribution of 
tickets. 

As to the applications for the paste- 
bdards, Rickard explained that . the 
prices would be scaled at $40, $30, $20, 
$15, $10 and $5, war tax included. The 
applications must be accompanied by 
certified checks, bank cashiers’ checks 
or money orders. They will be han- 
dled in order of their receipt. Every 
seat in the stadium will be reserved. 

Rickard said the wooden bleachers 
now extending across the north end of 
the field would be disregarded.

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OT only does it appear that a rec-

late, a few records will be set for size 
as well as quantity. 

Last week Howdrd M. Taylor, a Bal- 
timorean, caught a 24-pound striper at 
Chesapeake Beach, and several days 
later his record was seriously chal- 
lenged by a catch made by Dr. J. 5S. 
Bowen, of Mount Washington, which 
just fell under the 24-pound mark. 

It remained for Charles Merriken, of 
Baltimore, to take the laurels away 
from Taylor. Merriken caught what is 
declared to be the biggest striper on 
record that has ever been taken from 
the waters at Chesapeake Beach. It 
was landed with hook and line and 
weighed 3114 pounds. The fish was 44 
inches long, 24% inches in girth, while 
Dr. Bowen’s catch was 40 inches long, 
22% inches in circumference, weighing 
234% pounds. 


Solomons Island, near the mouth 
of the Patuxent River, reports a 
catch that you talk about but sel- 
dom Jand. The catch was made by 
a 14-year-old boy and was a black 
drum, which tipped the beam at 
42% pounds. 


The youth fished with a hand line. 
It took 20 minutes to tire the big fel- 
low out. Many drums have been re- 
ported caught at Solomons Island of 
late by J. C, Lore, one of the popular 
boat captains there. 

Another prize whopper caught this 
season, which is not likely to be 
equaled right away, was J. Curtis Walk- 
er’s catch. Mr, Walker, of Chevy Chase, 
caught a 53'4-pound channel bass at 
Wachapreague, Va., several weeks ago. 


A. H. G. Mears reports that fishing 
at Wachapreague continues to be good. 
Among the Washington people who 
tried their luck there were John M.

Foertich. That Wachapreague is. con- 
tinuing to be popular among the 
anglers is best attested by the fact that 
70 visited that resort last week.

Loss of Johnson Day 
Game is Charged 
to Old Master. 
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the loss, but word was received yester- 
day from President Ban Johnson to the 
effect that the American League statis- 
tician has overruled the home scorer. 

The entire question as to the losing 
pitcher in this game centered around 
a base on balls drawn by Wingo and 
McManus, two balls being issued to the 
former by Johnson. McManus then re- 
lieved Wingo at the bat and Braxton 
took up the Washington hurling and 
finished walking the batter. When the 
latter scored, this proved to be the win- 
ning run of the e. 

Here is the ruling of the league’s of- 
ficial scorer: 

“The official scorer (Washington) 
charged Braxton with responsibility for 
putting McManus, who scored the win- 
ning run, on base. He is held to be 
in error. The rule is that the relieving 
pitcher can not be charged with the 
first batsman he faces reaching base if 
such batsman has any advantage be- 
cause of the pitching of the boxman re- 
lieved, 


“Johnson gave MeManus (Wingo) 
the advantage of two balls before 
Braxton relieved Johnson. Because 
of this handicap on the relieving 
pitcher (Braxton), he is not charged 
with the batter getting on base, 
but Johnson to be so charged. 


“Presuming Johnson had two strikes 
on McManus and then Brgxton let him 
walk or hit, it might be allowable to 
charge Braxton with the responsibility 
for the batter getting on, 

“Under the rule as interpreted, the 
loss of the game will be charged to 
Johnson, who is held responsible for 
putting on two men who later scored 
the tying and winning runs.” 

The American League also overruled 
the decisions of the official scorers 1n 
both Cleveland and Philadelphia in 
cases involving Washington players. 

In the Washington-Philadelphia game 
of April 29, the loss of that contest is 
taken from Fred Marberry’s record and 
added to that of Hollis Thurston on the 
ground that what proved to be the 
winning run should have been charged 
to Thurston because of the fact that the 
first batter to face Marberry hit into a 
force-play, he merely changing placcs 
on the sacks with the runner put on by 
Thurston.

The $2,100,000 issue of first sinking 


fund bonds of the Southern Buildin 
'Co., Inc., due 1939, have been call 


for redemption October 1, 1927, and un- 
der the terms of the issue will be re- 
deemed at 104%.

The report narrates the investiga- 
tions made last June in New York City 
and Baltimore, states that the chief 
engineer of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and the fire chief of the 
former city advised against a high- 
pressure system for Washington and

“During its deliberations three facts 
which appeared to be of vital impor- 
tance to any decision in this matter 
were evident; namely, that a high- 
pressure system would be exceedingly 
expensive to install, would afford pro- 
tection to a relatively small portion of 
the District’s area and areas outside 
the business, section of the District 
were inadequately provided with water 
mains, fire hydrants, fire alarm’ boxes 
and fire companies” 

The report stated that, whereas the 
board of underwriters.offered a 5 per 
cent reduction in premiums of fire in- 
surance, policyholders in the down- 
town district if a high-pressure sys- 
tem were installed, a 2 per cent re- 
duction for all specifically rated risks 
throughout the city, which would ben- 
efit approximately half of all fire in- 
surance policyholders, was offered if, 
instead, the committee’s program of 
general fire-fighting improvements 
were installed. The following are pithy 
sentences from the findings outlined 
in the report: 


Lack of Water Supply. 


“There is a deplorable lack of proper 
water supply in the congested value 
district and the existing supply would 
not enable the Fire Department -to 
function with maximum efficiency In 
event of a serious conflagration.” 

“Particularly in the Northwest séc- 
tion of the city, where apartment 
houses abound, there is, in event of 
conflagration, a hazard to human life 
which demands prompt attention.” . 

“The fire-fighting facilities of thé 
District have not kept pace with the 
growth of the city.” 

“A high-pressure system is the best- 
known means of combating fires oi 
great magnitude, but it is not neces- 
sary here, provided the business sece 
tion be insured an ample supply for 
fire-fighting purposes.’

DRY FORCE’S BIG JOBS 
WILL BE FILLED FIRSY 


Executives Expected at Work 
October 1, After Civil 
Service Tests. 


Administrative posts will be filled 
first in the new Prohibition Bureau, 
as a result of examinations being held 
by the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission. It is hoped some executives 
will be on the job October 1. 


The. law which provides that all 2,500 
jobs of the bureau be filled by civil 
service men from that time on can not 
be complied with, for the reason that 
Congress has failed to provide funds for 
examination of 19,000 applicants for the 
2,500 jobs.

Leese Denies Charge of Lack 
of Cooperation for Gon- 
vention in September.

PLANS NOT DROPPED, 
C. 0. HOWARD ASSERTS 


Headquarters for Army and 
Navy Sessions and Auxili- 
ary to Be at Ebbitt. 


Charges that the abandonment ef 
plans for the “invitation, welcome and 
entertainment” of war veterans coming 
to Washington to attend the Army 
and Navy convention September 5, 6 


and 7, by C. O. Howard, national com- 


mander, was due to lack of cooperation 
by the Washington Chamber of Com- 
merce, were denied yesterday by Mar- 
tin A. Leese, president of the chamber 

Mr. Leese asserted the chamber had 
not received any official communication 
‘from the veterans asking the body for 
its cooperation. He stated that re- 
quests to bring conventions to Wash- 
ington, when financial aid was nec- 


essary, were referred to the Washing- 
ton convention committce, composed of 
/members of the Board of Trade, Mer- 
|chants and Manufacturers Association, 
Chamber of Commerce, Hotel Mens 
Association, and the Washington Rea! 
Estate Board for action. Mr. Leese 
further stated he had not been asked 
to name a committee to welcome the 
veterans. 


Officially Invited, He Says. 


Howard stated last night that the 
Washington Chember of Commerce of- 
'ficially invited his organization two 
years ago to have. their convention 
| here, and when his committee called 
upon President Leese to appoint a 
'citizen’s committee to act with the 
| veterans, he referred them to the con-— 
vention committee, which body Mr. 
Howard stated, he had been communi- 
ber with for some time.

Provisions of Code. 


“Section 82 of title 5 of the United 
States Code provides: 

“No money shall be paid to any per- 
son for his compensation who is in 
arrears to the United States, until he 
has accounted for and paid into the 
Treasury all.sums for which he may be 
liable. _In all. cases where the. pay .or 
salary of any person is withheld in pur- 
Suance of this section, the general ac- 
counting office, if required to do so by 
the party, his agent or attorney, shall 
report forthwith to the Solicitor of the 
Treasury the balance due; and the so- 
liciter shall, within 60° days thereafter, 
order suit to be commenced against such 
delinquent and his sureties. 

“The rule announced by the Attorney 
General in the opinions referred to 1s 
now embodied in subdivision of sec- 
tion 3 of the amendatory retirement 
act of July 3, 1926, whereby the act is 
declared applicable to ‘unclassized em- 
ployees transferred from: classified po- 
sitions.’ 

“In view. of the above conditions, this 
department has deemed it appropriate 
to again call to the attention of the 
several departments and independent 
establishments the necessity not only of 
making proper current deductions from 
the pay of all employes who are sub- 
ject to the operation of the act, but 
also the prompt collection of the ac- 
crued deductions where they were not
